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By Way of Introduction 

The author of the Good News According to Matthew was a 
Jew who addressed himself primarily to Jews, but his work has 
become the common possession of mankind. Ernest Renan held 
that it was “the most important book that was ever written-le 
livre le plus important qui ait jamais ete ecrit” (Les Ewuigiles, p. 
213). 

In this translation we have sought to produce a modern English 
text, and restore the locale and atmosphere in which the scenes 
and actions took place. Matthew was a Jew, and although his 
record has come down to us in Greek, the pattern is 
Hebraic. Moreover, we have the testimony of Papias, who lived 
in the second century (c. 130), that “Matthew wrote the sayings 
(of Jesus) in Hebrew, and each one translated them as he was 
able’'-Mar0aIoj piv oiiv 'EfipatSi SiaXtKTw ra Aoyia awe- 
ypinpaTO. 'Hppijvevcre S' aura tbs rjv Swards e/catrros (Eusebius, 
Historia Ecclesiastica, III. 39). 

The reader will also find notes which shed light on the 
Jewishness of Matthew’s record. Only a Jew familiar with 
the rabbinic mode could have made use of the Scriptures in 
the manner in which Matthew did. His expressions, “as it is 
written,” “to fulfill what was spoken by the prophet,” and 
his method of using what is basic rather than the precise 
wording of a biblical passage, furnish a case in point. 

Among the rabbis it was customary to pick a phrase here, 
a word there, and apply it by way of illustration, or show 
how it fulfilled the Scriptures. Thus, for example, a Mishna- 
teacher of the school of R. Ishmael quotes Laiticus 14:39, 44, 
“and the priest shall come again, and the priest shall come 
in,” as though one phrase followed the other, whereas in 
reality they are separated by four verses-am 'n >an Kin 

pan xai pan (Makkoth, 13b).

The well-known Rabbi Joshua haLevi says in his Halilcoth 
’Olam, II. 2, lnnna onw k’3b itki nunpan nip'? main -pi “The method 
of traditional teaching is to shorten the passages of Scripture, 
and it does not bring them forward as they are.” 

In early manhood the translator read for the first time the 
Good News According to Matthew. Never before had he 
come upon anything so exhilarating and thought-provoking. 
His experience was not unlike that of Dr. Joseph Klausner, 
for many years professor at the Hebrew University in Jeru¬ 
salem, who likewise found in its “ethical code a sublimity, 
distinctiveness and originality in form unparalled in any other 
Hebrew ethical code”-n"iwn-nvnpm tvpV'uo,! maan viaia-mina e" nbiKi

Convinced that an acquaintance, as well as an acceptance 
of its message will contribute to the highest good of his people, 
the translator offers this work to his “brethren, my kinsmen 
by race.” 

Appended to the text is a glossary which will explain some 
of the terms used in the book. It should also be noted that 
reference to verses in the Old Testament follow the arrangement 
in the Hebrew Bible.

The ancients were not generous with love toward an enemy, and 
Euripides counselled: "Be it yours, my son, to be friendly to your friends, 
and to hate your enemies’’-irpis ao 0 plv, u ircu, rots <f>L\ois (tv at <j>i\ov, ra 
r’ kx6pa ptauv (Here.

While on the whole the Jewish attitude towards strangers was superior 
to that of the pagan, one cannot overlook the painful passage in Sifra (89b) 
on Leviticus 19:18. After quoting the words "|ny na nK aon-Rhi mpn k 5, 
"You shall not take vengeance nor bear a grudge against the children of 
your people,” it distinctly says D’amt^ lom runt npu, "Against others you 
may be revengeful or bear a grudge.” And the others, here as elsewhere, 
are the non-Jews. 
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6 “Be careful not to do your good 
deeds in public in order to attract 
the attention of men; if you do, you 
will get no reward from your Father 
in heaven.

6 But when you pray, go into 
your room and shut the door and pray 
to your Father who is in secret; and 
your Father who sees in secret will 

reward you. 

7 “And when you pray, do not repeat 
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empty phrases as the pagans do, for they think that their prayers 
will be heard because they use a lot of words. 8 You must not 
be like them, since your Father knows what you need before 
you ask Him. 9 Pray therefore like this: 

‘Our Father who art in heaven. 

Hallowed be Thy name. 

10 Thy kingdom come, 

Thy will be done on earth as it is in heaven; 

11 Give us this day our daily bread. 

12 And forgive us our debts, 

As we also have forgiven our debtors. 

13 And lead us not into temptation, 

But deliver us from evil. 

For Thine is the kingdom and the power and the 
glory, for ever. Amen.’ 

14 For if you forgive men their shortcomings, your heavenly 
Father will also forgive you; 15 but if you do not forgive men 
their shortcomings, neither will your Father forgive yours. 

16 “When you fast, do not look gloomy like the hypocrites, 
who disfigure their faces so that men may see that they are 
fasting. I assure you, they already have their reward. 17 But 
when you fast, anoint your head and wash your face, 18 so that 
men may not see that you are fasting, but only your Father who 
is in secret, and your Father who sees in secret will reward 
you. 

19 "Do not amass treasures on earth, where moth and rust 
destroy, and thieves break in and steal. 20 But amass for your¬ 
selves treasures in heaven, where neither moth nor rust destroys, 
and thieves do not break in and steal. 21 For where your treasure 
is, there will your heart be also. 

22 “The eye is the lamp of the body. If your eye is sound, 
your whole body will be full of light, 23 but if your eye is 
evil, your whole body will be dark. If then the light within 
you is darkness, how dense is the darkness! 

24 “No one can serve two masters; for either he will hate 
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the one and love the other, or he will be devoted to the one 
and despise the other. You cannot serve God and mammon. 

25 "That is why I tell you, do not be anxious about your 
life, what you shall eat or what you shall drink; nor about your 
body, what you shall put on. Is not life more than food, 
and the body more than clothing? 26 Look at the birds of the 
air; they neither sow nor reap nor gather into barns, and yet 
your heavenly Father feeds them. Are you not of more value 
than they? 27 Can any of you by worrying add one cubit to his 
span of life? 28 Why then are you anxious about clothing? Look 
how the lilies of the field grow; they neither toil nor spin. 
29 Yet I tell you, even Solomon in all his glory was not robed 
like one of these. 30 And if God so clothes the grass of the field, 
which is alive today and tomorrow is thrown into the oven, 
will He not much more clothe you, O men of little faith? 31 So 
don’t worry and say, ‘What shall we eat?’ or ‘What shall we 
drink?’ or ‘What shall we wear?’ 32 The pagans seek all these 
things; your heavenly Father knows that you need all these 
things. 33 Seek first His kingdom and righteousness, and all 
these things shall be yours as well. 

34 "Do not worry about tomorrow, for tomorrow will take 
care of itself. Every day has trouble enough of its own.” 
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7 "Judge not, and you will not be 
judged. 2 For you will be judged 
by the way you judge others, and the 
measure you give will be the measure 
you receive. 3 Why do you see the speck 
in your brother’s eye, and take no notice 
of the beam in your own eye? 4 How 
can you say to your brother, 'Let me 
remove the speck from your eye,’ when 
there is a beam in your own eye? 6 You 
hypocrite! First take the beam from your 
own eye, and then you will see clearly 
to remove the speck from your brother’s 

eye - , 

6 "Do not give holy things to dogs, 
nor scatter your pearls before swine, or 
they may trample them underfoot and 
turn and attack you. 

7 "Ask, and you will receive; seek, 
and you will find; knock, and the door 
will be opened. 8 For everyone who 
asks receives, and he who seeks finds, 
and he who knocks has the door opened 
to him. 9 Who among you, when his son 
asks him for bread, will offer him a 
stone? 10 Or if he asks for a fish, will 
offer him a snake? 11 If you then, bad as 
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you are, know how to give good gifts to your children, how 
much more shall your heavenly Father give what is good to 
those who ask Him? 12 So whatever you wish that men would 
do to you, do so to them; for this is the Torah and the Prophets. 

13 "Enter by the narrow gate; for the gate is wide and the 
road is easy that leads to destruction, and there are many who 
go in that way. 14 But the gate is narrow and the road is hard 
that leads to life, and those who find it are few. 

16 "Beware of false prophets, who come to you in sheep’s 
clothing but at heart are ravenous wolves. 16 You can tell them 
by their fruit. Are grapes gathered from thorns, or figs from 
thistles? 17 So every good tree bears good fruit, but a bad tree 
bears bad fruit. 18 A good tree cannot bear bad fruit, and a 
bad tree cannot bear good fruit. 19 Every tree that does not 
bear good fruit is cut down and thrown into the fire. 20 Thus 
you can tell them by their fruit. 

21 "Not everyone who says to me, 'Lord, Lord,’ will enter 
the kingdom of heaven, but only those who do the will of 
my Father in heaven. 22 Many will say to me on that day, 
‘Lord, Lord, did we not prophesy in your name, and expell 
demons in your name, and perform many miracles in your 
name?’ 23 And then I shall tell them plainly, ‘I have never known 
you. Go away from me, you who do wrong.’ 

24 "Everyone who hears these sayings of mine and carries 
them out will be like a wise man who built his house on rock. 
26 The rain fell, the rivers rose, the winds blew and beat upon 
that house, but it did not fall, because its foundation was 
on rock. 20 And everyone who hears these sayings of mine 
and does not carry them out will be like a foolish man who 
built his house on sand. 27 The rain fell, the rivers rose, the 
winds blew and beat against that house, and it collapsed, and 
it fell with a great crash.” 

28 When Jesus finished these words, the people were aston¬ 
ished at His teaching, 29 for He taught them as one who had 
authority, and not as their scribes. 
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8 When Jesus came down from the mountain, great crowds 
followed Him. 2 And a leper came and fell down before 
Him and said, “Rabbi, if you will, you can make me clean.” 
3 Jesus stretched out His hand and touched him and said, "I do 
will it. Be clean!” At once he was cleansed of his leprosy. 
4 And Jesus said to him, “See that you tell nobody, but go 
and show yourself to the priest, and present the offering Moses 
commanded, as evidence to them.” a 

6 As Jesus entered Kfar Nahum, a centurion approached 
Him 6 and said, “Rabbi, my servant is lying at home paralyzed, 
suffering terribly.” 7 Jesus said to him, “I will come and heal 
him.” 8 But the centurion replied, “Rabbi, I am no fit person 
to have you come under my roof. Only command it and my 
servant will be cured. 9 For I am a man under orders, and 
have soldiers under me. I have only to say to one, ‘Go,’ and 
he goes, and to another, ‘Come,’ and he comes, and to my 
servant, ‘Do this,’ and he does it.” 10 When Jesus heard this 
He was astonished, and said to those who were following 
Him, “I tell you, I have never found faith like this, even in 
Israel. 11 1 tell you, many will come from east and west and 
sit with Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob in the kingdom of heaven, 
12 while the sons of the kingdom will be banished into the 
darkness outside, where there will be weeping and gnashing 
of teeth.” 13 Then Jesus said to the centurion, “Go, as you 
have believed so let it be to you.” And the servant was healed 
at that very hour. 

14 Coming into Peter’s house, Jesus found Peter’s mother- 
in-law sick with a fever. 16 He took her by the hand and the 
fever left her, and she got up and served Him. 16 When evening 
came they brought to Him many who were possessed by un¬ 
clean spirits, and He expelled the spirits with a word, and 
healed all who were sick. 17 Thus were fulfilled the words of 
the Prophet Isaiah, 

‘Leviticus 13:49; 14:2-32 
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HE TOOK OUR INFIRMITIES, AND □VlO Il’QKDHI ,NE>3 NliT IJ’bn 
BORE OUR DISEASES (IsfliaK 53:4). ,('1 ; J”J ;-py[jr>) 

18 When Jesus saw the crowds about Him, He gave orders 
to cross over to the other side. 19 Then a scribe approached 
Him and said, "Rabbi, I will follow you wherever you go.” 

20 Jesus replied, “Foxes have holes, the birds of the air have 
nests, but the Son of Man has nowhere to lay His head.” 

21 Another of the disciples said to Him, "Rabbi, let me first 
go and bury my father.” 22 Jesus replied, “Follow me, and 
let the dead bury their own dead.” 

23 Then He got into a boat, and His disciples followed Him. 
24 Suddenly a terrific storm sprang up on the sea, so that the 
ship was swamped by the waves; but He was asleep. 25 And 
they came and woke Him, crying, “Save us, Rabbi, we are 
sinking!” 26 He replied, “Why are you afraid, O men of little 
faith!” Then He rose and rebuked the winds and the sea, and 
there was a great calm. 27 The men were amazed and said, 
“What kind of man is this, that even the winds and sea obey 
Him?” 

28 When Jesus reached the opposite side, in the region of 
the Gadarenes, He was met by two demoniacs who ran out 
of the tombs. They were so violent that no one dared pass 
that way. 29 They shouted, “What do you want with us, 
Son of God? Have you come here to torture us before our 
time?” 30 Now at some distance from there a large herd of 
swine was feeding, 31 and the demons begged Him, “If you 
are going to drive us out, send us into the herd of swine.” 
32 He said to them, “Go.” So they came out and went into 
the swine, and the whole herd rushed down the steep bank 
into the sea, and perished in the water. 33 The herdsmen fled 
to the town and told the people everything, including what 
had happened to the possessed men, 34 whereupon the whole 
town came out to meet Jesus. And when they saw Him, they 
begged Him to leave their territory. 
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9 So He got into a boat and crossed 
over to His own city. 2 Here they 
brought to Him a paralyzed man, lying 
on a bed. Seeing their faith, Jesus said 
to the man, “Take heart, my son; your 
sins are forgiven.” 3 Some of the scribes 
said to themselves, “This man is blas¬ 
pheming. ” 1 Reading their thoughts, 

Jesus said, “Why are you harboring evil 
thoughts in your hearts? 5 Which is 
easier to say, ‘Your sins are forgiven you,’ 
or to say, ‘Get up and walk’? 6 But to 
prove to you that the Son of Man has 
authority to forgive sins on earth”-He 
then said to the paralytic-"Get up, take 
your bed and go home.” 7 So he got up 
and went home. 8 And when the crowds 
saw it they were amazed, and praised 
God for giving such power to men. 

9 As Jesus was going on from there, 
He saw a man called Matthew sitting at 
the custom house, and He said to him, 
“Follow me.” And Matthew rose and 
followed Him. 

10 While He was reclining at table 
indoors, a large number of tax collectors 
and sinners came and sat with Jesus and 
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His disciples. 11 Now when the Pharisees saw this, they said 
to His disciples, “Why does your Rabbi eat with tax collectors 
and sinners?" 12 Jesus overheard this and replied, “Those who 
are well do not need a physician, but those who are sick. 
13 Go and learn the meaning of this,

fice (Hosea 6:6). ^ ^ 

For I came not to call the righteous, but sinners.” 

14 Then the disciples of Johanan came and asked Jesus, “Why 
do we and the Pharisees fast, but your disciples do not fast?” 
15 Jesus replied, “Can the wedding guests mourn while the 
bridegroom is with them? The time will come when the 
bridegroom will be taken away from them, and then they will 
fast. 16 Nobody sews a patch of unshrunken cloth on an old 
garment, for the patch tears away from the garment, and leaves 
a bigger hole. 17 Nor does anyone pour new wine into old 
wineskins, otherwise the skins split, the wine is spilled, and 
the skins are ruined. But new wine is put into new skins, 
and both are preserved.” 

18 While He was thus speaking, a synagogue official® came 
in and, bowing low, said, “My daughter has just died; but 
come and put your hand on her, and she will live.” 19 So Jesus 
rose and followed him, accompanied by His disciples. 

20 Now a woman who had been suffering from a hemorrhage 
for twelve years came up behind Him and touched the fringes b 
of His robe; 21 for she said to herself, “If I can only touch His 
robe, I shall be healed.” 22 Jesus turned, and seeing her He 
said, "Take courage, my daughter! Your faith has healed you.” 
And the woman was restored to health from that moment. 

23 When Jesus reached the synagogue official’s house, and 
saw the flute players, and the crowd making a disturbance,

b fringes, called in Hebrew tzitzith n'lt’Jt, were attached to the corner 
of an outer garment, in accordance with Nwmlrrs 15:37-41; Deuteronomy 
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24 He said, “Leave the room, for the girl is not dead but sleep¬ 
ing;” and they laughed at Him. 26 But when the crowd had 
been put outside, Jesus went in and took her by the hand, 
and the girl got up. 26 And the news of this spread through 
all that district. 

27 As Jesus was going on from there, two blind men followed 
Him crying, “Have pity on us, ben David!” 28 And when He 
had gone indoors, they came to Him. Jesus asked, “Do you 
believe that I can do this?” They replied, "Yes, Rabbi.” 
29 Then He touched their eyes and said, “It shall be according 
to your faith.” 30 And their eyes were opened. Jesus warned 
them strictly, “See that no one knows about this.” 31 But 
they went out and spread the news about Him in all that 
district. 

32 Just as they were going out, a dumb demoniac was brought 
to Him, 33 and when the demon had been expelled, the dumb 
man was able to talk. The crowds exclaimed in astonishment, 
"Never was anything like this seen in Israel!” 34 But the 
Pharisees said, “It is by the power of the prince of demons 
that He casts out demons.” 

36 Then Jesus went about all the towns and villages, teaching 
in their synagogues and proclaiming the Good News of the 
kingdom, and healing every disease and infirmity. 36 When He 
saw the crowds. He was moved with pity for them, because 
they were bewildered and scattered, like sheep without a 
shepherd. 37 Then He said to His disciples, “The harvest is 
abundant, but the reapers are few. 38 Pray the Lord of the 
harvest to send out reapers into His fields.” 
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A Then He called to Him His twelve disciples and 
_L U gave them authority to cast out unclean spirits, and 
also to heal every kind of disease and infirmity. 

2 Now these are the names of the twelve apostles: Simon 
who is called Peter, and his brother Andrew; Jacob ben Zabdai, 
and his brother Johanan; 3 Philip and Bar Talmai; Thomas and 
Matthew the tax collector, Jacob ben Halfai, and Thadai; 
4 Simon the Zealot, and Judah Ish-Kerioth, who betrayed Him. 

5 These twelve Jesus sent out, after giving them these instruc¬ 
tions: “Do not go to the pagans, nor to any Samaritan city, 
6 but go instead to the lost sheep of the House of Israel. 7 As 
you go, preach and say, ‘The kingdom of heaven is at hand.’ 

8 Heal the sick, raise the dead, cleanse lepers, cast out demons. 
Give without payment, just as you received without payment. 

9 Do not provide yourselves with gold, silver, nor copper in 
your purse, 10 and do not take a bag for the road, nor two 
coats, nor shoes, nor a staff; for the workman deserves his 
keep. 11 Whatever town or village you enter, inquire who is a 
deserving person, and stay with him until you leave. 12 When 
you enter the house, greet it. 13 And if the house deserves it, 
let your peace rest upon it; if not, let your peace return to 
you. 14 And whoever refuses to receive you or listen to your 
message, shake off the dust from your feet as you leave that 
house or town. 16 1 assure you, the land of Sodom and Gomorrah 
will fare better on the day of judgment than that town. 

16 “See, I send you out as sheep among wolves, so be wise 
as serpents and harmless as doves. 17 But be on your guard 
against men, for they will turn you over to the Sanhedrin, a 
and flog you in their synagogues, 18 and you will be brought 
before governors and kings on my account, as a witness to 

* The sanhedrin, which had its seat in Jerusalem, was the supreme council 
and highest ecclesiastical and judicial court among the Jews. It was com¬ 
posed of 71 members, presided over by the High Priest. 

There were also smaller Sanhedrins which met in the local synagogues, 
consisting of 23 men. Their function was, in the main, disciplinary. 
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them and the nations. 19 Whenever they betray you, do not 
worry about how to speak or what to say; for you will be 
told what you are to say at the very moment; 20 for it is not 
you who will speak, but the Spirit of your Father who will 
speak for you. 

21 "Brother will betray brother to death, and the father 
his child, and children will turn against parents and send them 
to death. 22 You will be hated by everyone on account of my 
name, but he who bears up to the end will be saved. 23 When¬ 
ever they persecute you in one town, escape to the next. For 
I tell you, you will not have gone through all the towns of 
Israel before the Son of Man comes. 

24 "A pupil is not superior to his teacher, nor a servant to 
his master. 26 It is enough for the pupil to be like his teacher, 
and the servant like his master. If they have called the master 
of the house Baal-zebub, how much more will they slander 
the members of his household? 26 So do not be afraid of them, 
for nothing is covered up that will not be revealed, nor hidden 
that will not be made known. 27 What I tell you in the dark, 
speak in broad daylight; and what is whispered in your ear, 
proclaim from the housetops. 

28 "Have no fear of those who kill the body, but cannot 
kill the soul; fear him instead who can destroy both soul and 
body in Gehenna. 29 Are not two sparrows sold for a penny? 
Yet not one of them falls to the ground against your Father’s 
will. 30 As for yourself, the very hairs on your head are all 
numbered. 31 So have no fear, you are more valuable than 
many sparrows. 32 Everyone who acknowledges me before 
men, I also will acknowledge before my Father in heaven. 
33 But whoever disowns me before men, I also will disown 
before my Father in heaven. 

34 "Do not think that I have come to bring peace on earth; 
I have not come to bring peace, but a sword. 35 For I have 
come to turn a son against his father, and a daughter against 
her mother, and a daughter-in-law against her mother-in-law; 
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36 a man’s enemies will be those of his own household. a 

37 He who loves father or mother more than me is not worthy 
of me; and he who loves son or daughter more than me is not 
worthy of me; 38 and he who does not take his cross and follow 
me is not worthy of me. 39 He who finds his life will lose it, 
and he who loses his life for my sake will find it. 

40 “Whoever receives you receives me, and whoever receives 
me receives Him who sent me. 41 Whoever receives a prophet 
because he is a prophet will receive a prophet’s reward, and 
whoever receives a good man because he is a good man will 
receive a good man’s reward. 42 And whoever gives one of these 
little ones even so much as a cup of cold water because he is 
a disciple, I assure you, he shall not lose his reward.” 

a MiYuli 7:6 
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1 1 When Jesus had finished in- 
structing His twelve disciples, 
He went on from there to teach and 
preach in their various cities. 

2 Now when Johanan heard in prison 
what the Messiah was doing, 3 he sent 
his disciples to ask Him, “Are you the 
One who is to come, or are we to 
expect someone else?” 4 Jesus answered, 
“Go and tell Johanan what you hear 
and see; 6 the blind receive their sight, 
the lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, 
the deaf hear, the dead are raised, and 
the poor have the Good News pro¬ 
claimed to them. 6 And blessed is he 
who does not take offense at my 
claims.” 

7 As they were leaving, Jesus began 
to speak to the people about Johanan: 
“What did you go out into the wilder¬ 
ness to look at? A reed swaying in the 
wind? 8 What did you go out to see? 
A man dressed in fine clothes? Those 
who wear fine clothes are to be found 
in kings’ palaces. 9 What then did you 
go out for? To see a prophet? Yes, I tell 
you, and much more than a prophet. 
10 This is he of whom it is written,

11 1 assure you, among those born of women none has appeared 
greater than Johanan the Baptist; and yet the least important 
in the kingdom of heaven is greater than he. 12 From the time 
of Johanan the Baptist until now the kingdom of heaven has 
been suffering violence, and the violent have been seizing it 
by force. 13 For all the Prophets and the Torah prophesied 
until Johanan; 14 and if you are willing to accept it, he is the 
Elijah 11 who is to come. 15 He who has ears to hear, let him 
hear. 


16 "To what shall I compare the present generation? It is 
like children sitting in the market place calling to their 
playmates, 

17 ‘We have played the flute for you, 

And you did not dance. 

We lamented, 

And you did not beat your breasts.’ 

18 For Johanan came neither eating nor drinking, and they say, 
‘He has a devil.’ 19 The Son of Man came eating and drinking, 
and they say, ‘Here is a glutton and a wine'drinker, a friend 
of tax collectors and sinners!’ But wisdom is vindicated by 
her actions.’’ 

20 Then He began to reproach the cities in which His many 
mighty works had been done, because they did not repent. 
21 "Alas for you, Korazin!” Alas for you, Beth Tsaida! For 
if the mighty works had been done in Tyre and Sidon which 
were done in you, they would long since have repented in 
sackcloth and ashes. 22 But I tell you, Tyre and Sidon will 
fare better on the day of judgment than you will. 23 And you, 
Kfar Nahum, are you to be exalted to heaven? You will go 
down to Sheol! For if the mighty works had been done in

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Sodom which were done in you, it would have survived until 
now. 24 But I tell you, it will be more tolerable for the land 
of Sodom on the day of judgment than for you.” 

26 At this time Jesus said, “I thank Thee, Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, for hiding these things from the wise and 
learned, and for revealing them to children. 29 Yes, Father, 
such was Thy gracious will. 27 Everything has been entrusted 
to me by my Father, and no one knows the Son except the 
Father, nor does anyone know the Father except the Son, and 
he to whom the Son chooses to reveal Him. 28 Come to me, 


all who are weary and overburdened, and I will give you 
rest. 29 Take my yoke upon you, and learn from me; for I am 
gentle and humble in heart, and you will find rest for your 


souls. 30 For my yoke is easy, and my burden is light.” 
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"I ^ About this time Jesus walked on the Sabbath through 
the grain fields.

9 On leaving there He went into their synagogue, 10 where 
there was a man with a paralyzed hand. "Is it right to heal 
on the Sabbath?” they asked Him, hoping to bring a charge 
against Him. 11 He said to them, “Who among you, if he has

HOPE (Isaiah 42:1-4). .('*T-'X 

22 Then a blind and dumb demoniac was brought to Jesus 
and He healed him, so that the dumb man could both speak 
and see. 23 And the crowds were amazed and said, “Can this 
be the Son of David?” 24 But when the Pharisees heard it 
they said, “This man drives out demons only by Baal-zebub, 
the prince of the demons. 26 Knowing their thoughts, Jesus 
said to them, “Every kingdom divided against itself comes 
to ruin, and no city or household divided against itself can 
stand. 26 If then Satan is driving out Satan, he is divided 
30 
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against Himself. How then can his kingdom stand? 27 And if 
I drive out demons by the help of Baal-zebub, by whom do 
your sons drive them out? So they shall be your judges. 28 But 
if I drive out demons by the Spirit of God, then the kingdom 
of God has come to you. 29 How can anyone enter the house 
of a strong man and carry off his possessions, unless he first 
binds the strong man? After that he can plunder his house. 

30 "He who is not with me is against me, and he who does 
not gather with me scatters. 31 This is why I tell you, every 
sin and slander will be forgiven men, but slander against 
the Holy Spirit will not be forgiven. 32 Whoever speaks 
against the Son of Man will be forgiven, but whoever speaks 
against the Holy Spirit will not be forgiven, either in this 
world or in the world to come. 33 Either make the tree good 
and its fruit good, or make the tree bad and its fruit bad, for 
the tree is known by its fruit. 

34 "You brood of vipers, how can you speak good when you 
are bad? For out of the fullness of the heart the mouth speaks. 
35 The good man out of his good treasure brings forth good, and 
the evil man out of his evil treasure brings forth evil. 36 1 tell 
you, men will be called to account on the day of judgment 
for every idle remark they make, 37 for it is your words that 
will justify you, and your words that will condemn you.” 

38 Then some of the scribes and Pharisees said, "Rabbi, 
we should like to see a sign from you.” 39 Jesus replied, “It is 
a wicked and unfaithful generation that asks for a sign, but no 
sign will be given to it except the sign of the Prophet Jonah. 
40 For as Jonah was three days and three nights in the belly 
of the whale, 8 so shall the Son of Man be three days and three 
nights in the heart of the earth. 41 The men of Nineveh will 
rise up at the Judgment with this generation and condemn 
it; for they repented at the preaching of Jonah, and here is 
something greater than Jonah! 42 The Queen of the South will

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rise up at the Judgment with this generation and condemn 
it; for she came from the ends of the earth to listen to the 
wisdom of Solomon, a and here is something greater than 
Solomon! 

43 “When an unclean spirit has gone out of a man, it 
wanders through waterless places looking for rest, but cannot 
find it. 44 Then it says, 'I will go back to the house I left.’ 
When it arrives it finds it empty, swept, and all in order. 

46 Then it goes and collects seven other spirits more wicked 
than itself, and they all go in and settle there, with the result 
that the man's condition is worse than at the beginning. So 
will it be with this evil generation.” 

46 While He was still talking to the people, His mother 
and His brothers stood outside, wishing to speak to Him. 

47 Somebody said to Him, "Your mother and your brothers 
are standing outside, and wish to speak to you.” 48 He said 
to the man, “Who is my mother, and who are my brothers?” 
49 And pointing to His disciples He said, “Here are my mother 
and my brothers! 60 For whoever does the will of my Father 
in heaven is my brother and sister and mother.”

27 Then the servants 
of the owner came and said, ‘Sir, did you not sow good seed 
in your field? Where then do these weeds come from?’ 28 He 
told them, ‘Some enemy has done this.’ The servants said, ‘Do 
you want us then to go and pull them up?’ 29 He replied, ‘No, 
for if you pull out the weeds, you may uproot the wheat as well.

33 He told them another parable, ‘‘The kingdom of heaven

34 All these things Jesus spoke to the people in parables, 
and without a parable He did not speak to them, 35 to fulfill 
what was spoken by the prophet,

30 When Jesus had dismissed the people and had gone 
indoors, His disciples approached Him and said, “Explain to 
us the parable of the weeds in the field.” 37 He replied, 
“The sower of the good seed is the Son of Man. 38 The field 
is the world. The good seed are the children of the kingdom. 
The weeds are the children of evil, 39 and the enemy who 
sowed them is the devil. The harvest is the close of the age, 
and the reapers are the angels. 40 Just as the weeds were 
gathered up and burned, so it will be at the close of the age. 
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41 The Son of Man will send out His angels, and they will 
gather out of His kingdom all that corrupts, and those who 
live in iniquity, 42 and cast them into the fiery furnace, where 
there will be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 43 Then the right¬ 
eous will shine out like the sun in the kingdom of their Father. 
Let him who has ears to hear, hear. 

44 ‘‘The kingdom of heaven is like a treasure buried in a 
field, which a man found and covered up.

63 When Jesus had finished these parables, He left there, 
64 and came to His own part of the country where He taught 
the people in their synagogue. They were astonished and said, 
“Where did He get this wisdom and these powers? 65 Is He 
not the carpenter’s son? Is not His mother’s name Miriam, and 
His brothers Jacob, Joseph, Simon, and Judah? 60 And are not 
all His sisters with us? Where then did He get all this?” 67 And 
they were offended with Him. But Jesus said to them, “A 
prophet is not without honor except in his own country and 
in His own house.” 68 He did not perform many miracles there 
because of their lack of faith. 
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H About that time Herod the tetrarch heard of the 
fame of Jesus, 2 and said to his servants, “This must 
be Johanan the Baptist, who has risen from the dead. That is 
why these mighty powers are at work in him.’’ 3 For Herod 
had arrested Johanan and bound and put him in prison, on 
account of Herodias, the wife of his brother Philip. 4 For 
Johanan had said to him, "It is not right for you to be living 
with her.” 5 Herod wanted to put him to death, but was 
afraid of the people because they regarded Johanan as a prophet. 
6 But during Herod’s birthday celebration, Herodias’ daughter 
danced before his guests, and so pleased Herod 7 that he prom¬ 
ised with an oath to give her whatever she might ask. 8 Prompted 
by her mother, she said, “Give me the head of Johanan the 
Baptist here on a platter.” 9 At this the king was sorry, but 
because of his oath and the presence of his guests he ordered 
it to be given her, 10 and sent and had Johanan beheaded in 
prison, 11 and his head was brought on a platter and given 
to the girl, who took it to her mother. I2 Johanan’s disciples 
came and took his body and buried it, and then went and 
reported it to Jesus. 

13 When Jesus heard it, He withdrew by ship to a deserted 
place where He could be alone. But when the people heard 
it, they followed Him on foot from the towns. 14 Disembarking 
He saw a great crowd, and was moved with compassion for 
them, and healed the sick among them. 15 When evening fell, 
His disciples came to Him and said, “This is a desolate place, 
and it is already late. Dismiss the people so that they can go 
into the villages and buy food for themselves.” 16 Jesus said, 
“There is no need for them to go; you give them something 
to eat.” 17 They said, “All we have here is five loaves and 
two fish.” 18 He said, “Bring them to me.” 19 Then He told 
37 
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the people to sit down on the grass, and taking the five loaves 
and the two fish He looked up to heaven and gave thanks, 
broke the loaves and handed them to His disciples, who gave 
them to the people. 20 Everyone ate and was satisfied; and 
they took up twelve baskets full of the pieces left over. 
21 Those who ate numbered about five thousand men, besides 
women and children. 

22 Then He made the disciples get into their boat and precede 
Him to the other side, while He dismissed the people. 23 And 
when He had done this, He went up the mountain by Himself 
to pray. Night came on, and He was there alone. 24 By now 
the boat was some distance from shore, lashed by the waves, 
for the wind was against them. 25 Towards daybreak He went 
out to them, walking on the sea. 26 When the disciples saw 
Him walking on the sea, they were terrified. “It is a ghost!” 
they said, and screamed with fear. 27 At once Jesus spoke to 
them, "Courage! It is I, do not be afraid!” 

28 Peter answered Him, “Rabbi, if it is you, bid me come 
to you on the water.” 29 He said, “Come!” So Peter got out 
of the boat and walked on the water and came to Jesus. 30 But 
when he felt the wind he was afraid, and beginning to sink 
cried out, “Save me, Rabbi!” 31 Jesus immediately stretched 
out His hand and caught hold of him and said, “O you of little 
faith! Why did you doubt?” 32 After they got into the boat, 
the wind ceased. 33 And the men in the boat fell down before 
Him and said, “Truly you are the Son of God!” 

34 When they had crossed over, they put ashore at Gennesaret, 
36 and when the people of the place recognized Him, they sent 
word all around the countryside, and brought to Him all who 
were sick, and begged Him to let them touch only the fringes 0 
of His robe, and all who touched them were made well.

10 Then Jesus called the people to Him and said, “Listen 
and understand. 11 It is not what goes into a man’s mouth 
that makes him unclean, but what comes out of his mouth 
that makes him unclean.” 12 Then the disciples came and said 
to Him, "Do you know that the Pharisees were offended at 
what you said?” 13 Jesus replied, “Every plant that my 
heavenly Father did not plant will be uprooted. 14 Let them 
alone. They are blind guides, and when a blind man leads a 
blind man, both will fall into the ditch.” 15 Peter said to Him, 


“Explain this parable to us.” 16 Jesus replied, “Are you still 
without understanding?

13 When Jesus reached the region of Caesarea Philippi, He 
asked His disciples, “Who do men say that the Son of Man 
is?” 14 They replied, "Some say Johanan the Baptist, others 
Elijah, others Jeremiah or one of the prophets.” 16 He said to 
them, “But who do you say that I am?” 16 Simon Peter 
answered, “You are the Messiah, the Son of the living God.” 
17 Then Jesus said, “Blessed are you, Simon bar Jonah, for 
flesh and blood has not made this known to you, but my 
heavenly Father. 18 And I tell you, you are Peter, and on this 
rock“ I will build my church, and the powers of death shall 
not triumph over it. 19 1 will give you the keys of the kingdom 
of heaven; and what you forbid on earth shall be forbidden

“Jesus here makes use of a word-play. In Aramaic this is clear: “You are 
Kcpha X0’3 = rock, and on this kcpha I will build my church.” The Greek 
reads, "You are Petros IUrpos, and on this pctra wcrpa,” etc. 

It is interesting to note that in a rabbinic saying about Abraham, the 
very same word-play occurs, the Greek word pctra being used: “When the 
Holy One wanted to create the world He passed over the generations of 
Enoch and of the flood . . . but when He saw Abraham who was going to 
arise, He said, Now I have discovered a pctra men to build and to found 
the world upon. Therefore he called Abraham Rock aw, as it is said, 
Look unto the rock whence you were hewn”-Yalkut Shimoni, I, 530 
on Nwmlcrs 23:9.

I 
assure you, if you had faith the size of a grain of mustard 
seed, you could say to this mountain, ‘Move from here to 
there,’ and move it would; and nothing would be impossible 
for you. 21 This kind does not come out except by prayer 
and fasting.” 

22 While they were together in Galilee, Jesus said to them, 
“The Son of Man is to be betrayed into the hands of men, 
23 and they will put Him to death, and He will be raised on 
the third day.” And they were greatly distressed. 

24 When they reached Kfar Nahum, the collectors of the 
half-shekel tax came to Peter and said, "Does not your Rabbi 
pay the tax?” 26 He replied, "Yes.” When he went into the 
house, Jesus spoke to him first, "What do you think, Simon? 
From whom do the rulers of this world collect duties and 
taxes? From their own people, or from others?” 26 He replied, 
“From others.” Jesus said, "Then their own people are exempt. 
27 But rather than give offense to them, go down to the sea 
and throw in your hook. Take the first fish that comes up, 
and when you open its mouth you will find a shekel in it. 
Take that and give it to them for both of us.” 
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1 Q At that time the disciples 
_L O came to Jesus and asked, “Who 
is the greatest in the kingdom of 
heaven?’’ 2 He called a child, set him 
in the midst of them 3 and said, “I 
assure you, unless you change and be¬ 
come like children, you will never 
enter the kingdom of heaven. 4 Who¬ 
ever shall become as humble as this 
child is the greatest in the kingdom of 
heaven. 5 And whoever receives such a 
child in my name receives me. 6 But 
whoever is a hindrance to one of these 
little ones who believe in me, it would 
be better for him to have a millstone 
hung round his neck and be drowned 
in the depths of the sea. 

7 “Alas for the world because of 
hindrances! Come they must, but woe 
to the man who causes them! 8 If your 
hand or your foot is a hindrance to 
you, cut it off and throw it away. It 
is better for you to enter life maimed 
or crippled, than to have both hands 
and feet and be thrown into the eternal 
fire. 9 And if your eye is a hindrance 
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It is better for you to enter life with only one eye, than to have 
both eyes and be thrown into the fire of Gehenna. 

10 "Be careful not to despise one of these little ones; I tell 
you that in heaven their angels always look on the face of 
my Father in heaven. 11 For the Son of Man came to save the 
lost. 12 What do you think? If a man has a hundred sheep and 
one of them goes astray, will he not leave the ninety-nine on 
the hills and go in search of the one that strayed? 13 And if he 
finds it, I assure you, he rejoices over it more than over the 
ninety-nine that did not stray. 14 So it is not the will of your 
Father in heaven that one of these littles ones should be lost. 

16 “If your brother wrongs you, go to him and show him 
his fault, when you and he are alone. If he listens to you, you 
have won over your brother. 16 But if he will not listen, take 
one or two others with you, so that

17 If he refuses to listen to them, tell it to the congregation; 
and if he will not listen to the congregation, treat him as a 
pagan or a tax collector. 18 1 assure you, whatever you forbid 
on earth shall be forbidden in heaven, and whatever you permit 
on earth shall be permitted in heaven. 19 1 tell you another 
thing, if two of you agree on earth about anything you pray 
for, .it will be granted by my Father in heaven. 20 For where 
two or three are gathered in my name, I am present with 
them.” 


21 Then Peter came to Him and said, "Rabbi, how many 
times am I to forgive my brother when he wrongs me? Seven 
times?”

26 Then the serv¬ 
ant fell down and begged him, ‘Have patience with me, and I 
will repay everything. ’ 27 And out of pity for that servant his 
master released him and cancelled his debt. 28 But no sooner 
had the man gone out than he met a fellow servant who owed 
him a hundred pieces of silver; and seizing him by the throat 
he said, ‘Pay what you owe me.’ 29 So his fellow servant 
fell down and begged him, ‘Be patient with me, and I will 
pay you.’ 30 But he refused and had him put in jail until he 
should pay the debt. 31 When his fellow servants saw what 
had happened, they were greatly distressed and went and 
told their master everything. 32 Then his master sent for him 
and said, ‘You wicked servant! I cancelled the whole of your 
debt when you begged me; 33 should you not have shown your 
fellow servant the same pity as I showed you?’ 34 And in 
anger his master handed him over to the jailers until he should 
pay all his debt. 35 So also will my heavenly Father do to 
everyone of you, if you do not forgive your brother from your 
heart.” 
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1 Q When Jesus had finished these sayings, He left Galilee 
_L Zy and came into the region of Judea beyond the Jordan. 
2 Great crowds followed Him, and He healed them there. 

3 Some Pharisees came and tested Him by asking, “Is it 
right for a man to divorce his wife for any cause?” 4 He replied, 
“Have you never read that He who made them from the 
beginning made them male and female, 6 and said,

“Moses permitted you to divorce your wives because of the 
hardness of your heart; but from the beginning it was not 
so. 9 1 tell you, if a man divorces his wife on any ground 
other than unfaithfulness, and marries another, he commits 
adultery.” 

10 The disciples said to Him, “If that is the case between 
man and wife, it is better not to marry.” 11 To this He replied, 
“That is something which not everyone can accept, but only 


* The question of divorce was in debate between the schools of Hillel 
and Shammai. The former took the view that a man may put away his wife 
on practically any ground, if she displeased him or had so much as spoiled 
his dinner. The latter, on the other hand, limited the exercise of the right 
to that of unfaithfulness. Rabbi Akiba suggested that the words, “if she 
find no favor in his eyes” (Deuteronomy 24:1), implied that it was sufficient 
if a man had found another woman more attractive than his wife (Gittm 
9:10).

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those who have been enabled to do so. 12 There are some who 
are incapable of marriage from their birth, or were made so 
by men, and some have made themselves so for the sake of the 
kingdom of heaven. Let those accept it who can.” 

13 Then children were brought to Him so that He might 
put His hands on them and pray for them. The disciples rebuked 
them for it, 14 but Jesus said, “Let the children alone, and do 
not stop them from coming to me, for the kingdom of heaven 
belongs to such as these.” 15 And He laid His hands on them 
and went away. 

16 And a man came up to Him and said, "Rabbi, what 
good deed must I do to gain eternal life?” 17 Jesus said to 
him, “Why do you ask me about what is good?

6 Whatever they do is done 
for show. They make their phylacteries® broad and their 
fringes 1 ” long, 6 and they like to have places of honor at feasts 
and the chief seats in the synagogues, 7 and to be greeted 
with honor in the street, and to be called rabbi. 8 But you 
must not be called rabbi, for you have one Rabbi, and you 
are all brothers. 9 Do not call anyone on earth father, for you 
have one Father, and He is in heaven. 10 And you must not 
be called teacher, for you have one Teacher, the Messiah. 
11 The greatest among you must be your servant. 12 For whoever 
exalts himself will be humbled, and whoever humbles himself 
will be exalted. 

13 “Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! 0 You 
shut the kingdom of heaven against men; you do not enter 
yourselves, and you stop those who are trying to enter. 14 Woe 
to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! You devour the 
homes of widows, while you say long prayers for appearance’ 
sake. For this you will receive greater condemnation. 15 Woe 
to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! You travel over sea

"We are allowing the transliteration of hypocrite viroKptrai to stand, 
although in classic Greek the term implied a poseur, a stage player or actor. 
Certainly not all Pharisees were hypocrites, but that there were hypocrites 
among them goes without saying. Both the Mislma and the Baraita say 
much harsher things about the Pharisees than are recorded in Matthew. In 
the opinion of many Tamiaim, “A stupid hassid, a cunning knave, a female 
devotee, and the plagues of the Pharisees are they who destroy the world’ 
obiy ’ban ibn nn prim mam nmn nroi ony nm now Ton (Sotak 20a). 
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and land to win a single proselyte,® and when you have won 
him, you make him twice as fit for Gehenna as you are. 

16 "Woe to you, blind guides! You say, ‘Whoever swears, 
by the Temple, that is nothing; but if he swears by the gold 
of the Temple, he is bound by his oath.’ 17 Blind fools! Which 
is greater, the gold or the Temple which makes the gold 
sacred? 18 You also say, ‘Whoever swears by the altar, that 
is nothing; but if he swears by the offering on the altar, he is 
bound by his oath.’ 19 What blindness! Which is greater, 
the offering or the altar which makes the offering sacred? 

20 Whoever swears by the altar, swears not only by it but by 
everything on it; 21 and whoever swears by the Temple, swears 
not only by it but by Him who dwells in it; 22 and whoever 
swears by heaven, swears by the throne of God and by Him 
who sits upon it. 

23 "Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! You 

pay tithes of mint and dill and cummin, and neglect the 

weightier matters of the Torah: justice, mercy, and faith. 
These are the things you should have practiced, without neglect¬ 
ing the others. 24 Blind guides! You strain out a gnat, yet 
swallow a camel! 

25 “Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! You 

clean the outside of the cup and the dish, while the inside 
is full of greed and self-indulgence. 26 Blind Pharisee! Clean 
the inside of the cup first, then the outside will be clean also. 

27 “Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! You are 
like whitewashed tombs, which look beautiful from the outside, 
but inside they are full of dead men’s bones and everything 
which is unclean. 28 So it is with you, outside you look like 
honest men, but inside you are full of hypocrisy and wickedness. 

* Classical writers, Josephus and the Talmud, attest to Jewish zeal in 
the making of proselytes. The famous Eliezer Ben Hyrkanos, referring to 
Hosm 2:23, suggested that, “The Holy One, blessed be He, did not exile

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29 “Woe to you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! You 
build tombs for the prophets and decorate the monuments of 
the righteous, 30 and you say, ‘If we had lived in the days of 
our fathers we would not have taken part with them in the 
murder of the prophets.’ 31 So you acknowledge that you are 
the sons of those who killed the prophets. 32 Fill up, then, 
the measure of your fathers. 33 You serpents, you brood of 
vipers, how can you escape the doom of Gehenna? 34 Therefore 
I send you prophets and sages and scribes. Some of them you 
will kill and crucify, some you will flog in your synagogues 
and hound from city to city; 36 so that on you may come all 
the innocent blood shed on the earth, from the blood of Abel 
the righteous, to the blood of Zechariah ben Barachiah, whom 
you murdered between the sanctuary and the altar. 36 1 assure 
you, all this will come upon this generation. 

37 “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem! You that murder the prophets 
and stone those who are sent to you! How often have I longed 
to gather your children, as a hen gathers her brood under her 
wings, but you refused. 38 Behold, your House is forsaken 
and desolate. 39 1 tell you, you will not see me again until you 
say,

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A J esus w a s leaving the Temple 
Am i" when His disciples came and 
pointed to the Temple buildings. 2 He 
said to them, “Do you see all these? I 
assure you, there will not be left here one 
stone upon another, that will not be 
thrown down.” 

3 As He was sitting on the Mount of 
Olives, the disciples came to Him privately 
and said, “Tell us, when will these things 
happen, and what will be the sign of your 
coming and the end of the age?’’ 4 Jesus 
replied, “Take care that no one misleads 
you. 6 For many will come in my name 
and say, ‘I am the Messiah,’ and will 
deceive many. 0 You will hear of wars 
and rumors of wars. Do not be alarmed. 
Such things are bound to happen, but 
this does not mean that the end has come. 

7 For nation will rise against nation, and 
kingdom against kingdom, and there will 
be famines and earthquakes in various 
places. 8 But all this is only the beginning 
of suffering. 

9 “Then you will be handed over for 
punishment and execution; and you will 
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be hated by all nations on my account. 10 Then many will turn 
traitor; they will betray one another, and hate one another. 
11 Many false prophets will arise and mislead many; 12 and 
through the increase of lawlessness, the love of many will grow 
cold. 13 But he who endures to the end will be saved. 14 And 
this Good News of the kingdom will be proclaimed through¬ 
out the whole world, as a testimony to all nations; and then 
the end will come. 

16 "So when you see ‘the abomination of desolation’ of which 
the Prophet Daniel a spoke, standing in the Holy Place (let 
the reader understand), 16 then let those who are in Judea 
flee to the hills. 17 Let him who is on the roof not come down 
to get his things from the house, 18 and let him who is in the 
field not turn back for his coat. 19 Alas for women with child 
in those days, or for those who have children at the breast! 

20 Pray that your flight may not be in winter or on a Sabbath, 

21 for it will be a time of great suffering, such as has never 
been from the beginning of the world until now, and will 
never be again. 22 If those days had not been shortened, no 
human being would survive; but for the sake of God’s chosen 
people those days will be shortened. 

23 "Then if anyone says to you, ‘Look, here is the Messiah!’ 
or, ‘There He is!’ do not believe it. 24 For false messiahs and 
false prophets will arise and produce great signs and wonders 
to mislead, if possible, even God’s chosen people. 25 See, I 
have told you beforehand. 26 If they tell you, ‘He is in the 
wilderness,’ do not go out; or if they say, ‘He is in the inner 
room,’ do not believe it. 27 For as the lightning starts from 
the east and flashes clear to the west, so will be the coming 
of the Son of Man. 28 Where the carcass is, there the vultures 
will be gathered together. 

29 "Immediately after the misery of those days the sun will 
be darkened, the moon will not give its light, the stars will

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fall from the sky, the heavenly bodies will be shaken. 30 Then 
the sign of the Son of Man will appear in the sky, and all the 
nations of the earth will mourn, and they will see the Son of Man 
coming on the clouds of heaven with great power and glory. 
31 And He will send out His angels with a loud trumpet blast, 
and they will gather His chosen people from the four winds, 
from one end of heaven to the other. 

32 ‘‘Learn a lesson from the fig tree. When its branches 
become tender and the leaves sprout, you know that summer 
is near. 33 When you see all these things, you may be sure 
that He is near, at the very door. 34 1 assure you, this genera¬ 
tion will not pass away before all these things will have 
taken place. 35 Heaven and earth will pass away, but my 
words will not pass away. 

36 "But about that day and hour no one knows, not even 
the angels in heaven, nor the Son, only the Father. 37 For as 
it was in the days of Noah, so will it be at the coming of the 
Son of Man. 38 In the days before the flood they ate and drank 

and married, until the day that Noah went into the ark, 39 and 

they knew nothing until the flood came and swept them all 
away. That is how it will be when the Son of Man comes. 
40 Then two men will be in the field, one will be taken and 
one left behind. 41 Two women will be grinding at the mill, 
one will be taken and one left behind. 42 Be on the alert, for 

you do not know on what day your Lord will come. 43 You 

can be sure of this, if the householder had known at what 
time of night the thief was coming, he would have been on 
guard and would not have allowed his house to be broken 
into. 44 So you too must be ready, because the Son of Man 
will come at an hour you least expect Him. 

45 "Who then is the loyal and wise servant, whom his master 
has put in charge over his household to give them their food 
at the proper time? 46 Fortunate is that servant who is found 
at his task when his master returns. 47 1 assure you, he will 
put him in charge of all his property. 48 But if he is a bad 
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servant and says to Himself, ‘My master is a long time in 
coming,’ 49 and begins to beat his fellow servants, and eats 
and drinks with drunkards, 50 the master will return on a day 
when he does not expect him, and at an hour he does not 
anticipate, 61 and will punish him severely, and assign his 
place with the hypocrites, where there will be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth.”

16 The man who had 
received the five talents went at once and traded with them, 
and made a profit of five talents. 17 He who received the two 
talents made two more. 18 But he who had received the one 
talent went and dug a hole in the ground and buried his 
master’s money. 19 After a long time the master of those 
servants returned and settled accounts with them. 20 The man 
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who had received the five talents came and brought the addi¬ 
tional five talents and said, 'Master, you entrusted me with 
five talents; look, I have made five more.’ 21 His master said 
to him, ‘Well done, my good and faithful servant! You have 
been faithful over a little, I will put you in charge over much.

I was a stranger 
and you welcomed me. 36 1 was naked and you clothed me.

3 Then the chief priests and the elders 
of the people met in the palace of the 
High Priest, whose name was Kaifa, 

4 and took counsel how to arrest Jesus 
by some trick and put Him to death. 

5 But they said, “It must not be during 
the festival or there might be a riot.” 

6 When Jesus was at Beth Him in the 
house of Simon the leper, 7 a woman 
approached Him with an alabaster flask 
of costly oil, which she poured on His 
head as He reclined at table. 8 The 
disciples were indignant when they saw 
this and said, “Why this waste? 9 This 
oil might have been sold for a large sum 
and the money given to the poor.” 
10 Jesus was aware of this and said to 
them, "Why do you trouble this woman? 
She has done a good deed to me. 11 You 
always have the poor with you, but you 
will not always have me. 12 In pouring

17 On the first day of the festival of Unleavened Bread the 
disciples came to Jesus and said, “Where do you wish us to 
prepare for you to eat the Passover?” 18 He said, "Go into 
the city to so-and-so, and tell him, 'The Rabbi says, My time 
is near; I and my disciples will keep the Passover at your 
house.’”

32 But after I am raised, I will go before you to Galilee.” 

33 Peter replied, “Though all desert you, I never will.” 34 Jesus 
said to him, “I assure you, this very night, before the cock 
crows, you will disown me three times.” 35 Peter said, “Even 
if I must die with you, I will not disown you!” And all the 
disciples said the same. 

36 Then Jesus went with them to a place called Gat Shemaini, 
and He said to the disciples, “Sit here while I go yonder to 
pray.” 37 He took with Him Peter and the two sons of 
Zabdai, and began to give way to sadness and distress of soul. 
38 Then He said to them, “My soul is crushed to the point 
of death. Stay here, and keep watch with me.” 39 Going a 
little farther He fell on His face and prayed, “My Father, 
if it is possible, let this cup pass from me. Yet not as I will, 
but as Thou wilt.” 40 He came back to the disciples and 
found them sleeping, and said to Peter, “Could you not watch 
with me one hour? 41 Watch and pray that you may not be 
exposed to temptation. The spirit is willing, but the flesh is 
weak.” 

42 He went away a second time and prayed, “My Father, 
if it is not possible for this cup to pass without my drinking 
it, Thy will be done.” 43 He came again and found them asleep, 
for their eyes were heavy. 44 So He left them and went away 
again; and He prayed a third time, using the same words as

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before. 45 Then He came to the disciples and said to them, 
“Are you still sleeping and taking your rest? See, the hour 
is at hand for the Son of Man to be betrayed into the hands 
of sinful men. 46 Rise, let us be going; my betrayer is at hand.’’ 

47 He was still speaking when Judah, one of the twelve, 
came. With him was a great crowd armed with swords and 
clubs, sent from the chief priests and the elders of the people. 
48 The traitor had given them a sign, saying, “The one I kiss 
is the man; seize Him.” 49 And he went straight up to Jesus 
and said, “Peace be to you, Rabbi!” And he kissed Him. 50 Jesus 
said to him, “Friend, why are you here?” Then they approached 
and laid hands on Jesus and arrested Him. 61 Suddenly one of 
those who were with Jesus reached for his sword and drew 
it, and struck the servant of the High Priest and cut off his ear. 
52 But Jesus said to him, "Put up your sword. All who take 
the sword shall die by the sword. 63 Do you suppose that I 
cannot appeal to my Father, who would at once send to my 
aid more than twelve legions of angels? 54 But how then could 
the Scriptures be fulfilled which say that this must be?” 55 Then 
Jesus spoke to the crowd, “Have you come out with swords 
and clubs to arrest me, as though I were a robber? Day after 
day I sat teaching in the Temple, and you did not lay hands 
on me. 66 But all this has happened to fulfill what the prophets 
wrote.” Then all the disciples deserted Him and fled. 

67 Those who had arrested Jesus led Him to the house of 
Kaifa the High Priest, where the scribes and elders were 
asembled. 68 Peter followed Him at a distance as far as the 
High Priest’s courtyard, and going in he sat down among the 
attendants to see how it would end. 69 The chief priests and 
the entire Sanhedrin sought false evidence against Jesus on 
which they could condemn Him to death; 60 but they found 
none, though many false witnesses presented themselves. Finally 
two men came forward 61 who stated, “This fellow said, ‘I 
can pull down the Temple of God and rebuild it in three 
days.’” 62 At this the High Priest rose and said to Him, 
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"Have you no answer to the charge that these witnesses bring 
against you?" 63 But Jesus was silent. The High Priest then 
said, "By the living God I charge you to tell us if you are the 
Messiah, the Son of God!” 64 Jesus replied, "You said it, and 
I tell you this, from now on you will see the Son of Man 
seated at the right hand of power and coming on the clouds 
of heaven.” 65 Then the High Priest tore his robes and 
exclaimed, “He has blasphemed! What further need have we 
of witnesses? You have heard the blasphemy. 66 What is your 
verdict?” They answered, "He deserves death.” 67 Then they 
spat in His face and beat Him with their fists; and others 
slapped Him, 68 saying, “Prophesy to us, you Messiah! Tell 
us who hit you?” 

69 Meanwhile Peter was sitting outside in the courtyard 
when a maid approached him and said, "You also were with 
Jesus the Galilean.” 70 But he denied it before them all, saying, 
"I do not know what you mean.” 71 He then went out to the 
porch where another maid saw him, and she said to those 
who were there, "This man was with Jesus the Nazarene.” 
72 Once again he denied it with an oath, “I do not know the 
man.” 73 A little later the bystanders came up and said to 
Peter, "Surely you are one of them, for your accent gives you 
away.” 74 Then he began to curse and swear, “I do not know 
the man.” Immediately the cock crowed. 75 And Peter recalled 
how Jesus had said, "Before the cock crows, you will disown 
me three times.” And he went outside and wept bitterly. 



^ When morning came, all the chief priests and the 
/- / elders of the people took counsel against Jesus to bring 
about His death. 2 After binding Him, they led Him away 
and handed Him over to Pilate the governor. 

3 When Judah the traitor saw that Jesus had been con¬ 
demned, he was filled with remorse and returned the thirty 
pieces of silver to the chief priests and the elders, 4 saying, 
‘‘I have sinned in betraying innocent blood.” But they said, 
"What has that to do with us? It is your affair.” 5 So he 
threw the money down in the Temple and left them, and 
went and hanged himself. 6 But the chief priests picked up 
the money and said, “It is not right to put this into the Temple 
treasury; it is blood-money.” 7 After consultation they bought 
with it the Potter’s Field, as a burial place for strangers, 

8 and that is why it is called the Field of Blood to this day. 

9 And so the words spoken by the Prophet Zechariah were

"Jesus was now brought before the governor. And as He 
stood there the governor asked Him, "Are you the King of the 
Jews?” Jesus replied, “As you say.” 12 But when He was 
accused by the chief priests and elders, He made no answer. 
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13 Then Pilate said to Him, "Do you not hear how many 
things they testify against you?” 14 But He gave him no answer 
whatever, so that the governor was greatly astonished. 

16 At the festival it was the governor’s custom to release 
to the people any one prisoner they might choose. 16 There 
was at this time in custody a notorious prisoner, called Bar 
Abba. 17 When they were assembled, Pilate said to them, 
"Whom do you want me to release to you, Bar Abba or Jesus 
who is called Messiah?” 18 For he knew that it was out of spite 
that they had brought Jesus before him. 19 While Pilate was sit' 
ting on the tribunal, a message came to him from his wife, 
"Have nothing to do with that innocent man, for I have suf¬ 
fered much over Him today in a dream.” 20 But the chief priests 
and elders persuaded the crowd to ask for Bar Abba and to 
have Jesus put to death. 21 So the governor again asked, “Which 
of the two do you want me to release to you?” They all said, 
“Bar Abba.” 22 Pilate said to them, “Then what shall I do 
with Jesus who is called Messiah?” They cried, “Let Him be 
crucified!” 23 Pilate asked, “Why, what crime has He com¬ 
mitted?” But they shouted all the louder, “Let Him be 
crucified!” 

24 When Pilate saw that he was accomplishing nothing, 
and that a riot was threatening, he took water and washed 
his hands before the people, saying, “I am innocent of this 
man’s blood; it is your concern.” 25 To this all the people 
answered, “His blood be on us and on our children!” 26 He 
then released Bar Abba to them, and had Jesus flogged, and 
handed Him over to be crucified. 

27 Then the soldiers of the governor took Jesus into the 
palace and gathered the whole battalion around him. 28 They 
stripped Him and put a scarlet robe about Him; 29 they plaited 
a crown of thorns and placed it on His head, and put a rod 
in His right hand. Falling on their knees before Him they 
jeered at Him, "Hail, King of the Jews!” 30 Then spitting 
on Him they took the rod and struck Him on the head. 31 Finally, 
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when the mockery was over, they took off the robe and dressed 
Him in His own clothes, and led Him away to be crucified. 

32 On their way out they found a man from Cyrene, Simon 
by name, and forced him to carry the cross. 33 When they 
came to a place called Golgotha (which means the Place of a 
Skull), 34 they offered Him wine mixed with gall; but when 
He tasted it, He would not drink it. 36 After crucifying Him, 
they divided His clothes among them by casting lots, 36 and 
then sat down and kept watch over Him. 37 Over His head 
they placed the charge against Him, which read, "This is 
Jesus the King of the Jews." 38 Then two robbers were 
crucified with Him, one on His right and the other on His 
left. 39 And all who passed by jeered at Him, shaking their 
heads 40 and saying, "You who would pull down the Temple 
and rebuild it in three days, save yourself! If you are the Son 
of God, come down from the cross.” 

41 So too the chief priests, with the scribes and elders, 
mocked Him and said, 42 "He saved others, but cannot save 
Himself. He is the King of Israel, so let Him come down 
from the cross and then we will believe in Him. 43 He trusts 
in God; let God deliver Him, if He cares for Him; for He 
said, 'I am the Son of God.’” 44 Even the robbers who were 
crucified with Him taunted Him in the same way. 

46 Now from noon until three o’clock there was darkness 
over the whole land. 46 And about three o’clock Jesus cried out 
with a loud voice ’?’»??? nn 1 ? ,’n^ which means, "My 

God, my God, why hast Thou forsaken me?” a 47 Some of 
the bystanders, on hearing this, said, “He is calling Elijah.” 
48 Immediately one of them ran and filled a sponge with 
vinegar, and put it on a long stick, and held it up for Him 
to drink. 49 But others said, "Wait, let us see if Elijah will 
come and save Him.” 60 Jesus again gave a loud cry and yielded 
up His spirit. 

‘Psalm 22:1 
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61 At that moment the curtain of the Temple was torn in 
two from top to bottom; the earth shook, the rocks split, 
52 and the tombs were opened, and many bodies of holy men 
rose from sleep, 53 and coming out of their tombs after His 
resurrection they entered the Holy City and appeared to 
many. 54 And when the centurion and his men who were 
keeping watch over Jesus saw the earthquake and all that 
was happening, they were greatly frightened and exclaimed, 
“Surely this must have been the Son of God!” 

66 A number of women were also present, watching from a 
distance, who had followed Jesus from Galilee and ministered 
to Him. 56 Among them was Miriam of Migdal, Miriam the 
mother of Jacob and Joseph, and the mother of the sons of 
Zabdai. 

57 When evening fell, there came a rich man from Harama- 
thayim, Joseph by name, who also was a disciple of Jesus. 
58 He went to Pilate and asked for the body of Jesus; and 
Pilate gave orders for it to be given to him. 69 Joseph took 
the body, wrapped it in a clean linen sheet, 60 and laid it in 
his own new tomb, which he had cut out of the rock; he then 
rolled a large stone to the door of the tomb, and went away. 
61 But Miriam of Migdal and the other Miriam remained there, 
sitting opposite the tomb. 

62 The next day, after the eve of the Sabbath, the chief 
priests and the Pharisees came to Pilate 63 and said, “Your 
Excellency, we recall how that pretender said while He was 
still alive, ‘After three days I will rise again.’ 64 Therefore 
give orders for the tomb to be made secure until the third 
day, otherwise His disciples may come and steal Him, and 
tell the people, ‘He is risen from the dead;’ and the final 
deception will be worse than the first.” 66 Pilate said, “You 
may have a guard; go, make it as secure as you can.” 66 So 
they went and made the tomb secure by sealing the stone, 
and left a guard in charge. 
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^ Q After the close of the Sabbath, in the early dawn 
ZiO of the first day of the week, Miriam of Migdal and 
the other Miriam came to look at the tomb. 2 But there had 
been a great earthquake, for an angel of the Lord descended 
from heaven and came and rolled away the stone, and sat on 
it. 3 His appearance was like lightning, and his clothing white 
as snow. 4 At the sight of him the guards shook with fear 
and became as dead men. 

5 Then the angel said to the women, “Do not be afraid. 
I know you are looking for Jesus who was crucified. 6 He is 
not here; for He has risen, as He said. Come and see the place 
where He lay. 7 Then go quickly and tell His disciples that He 
has risen from the dead, and is going before you into Galilee; 
there you will see Him. This is what I had to tell you.” 

9 So they left the tomb quickly with fear and great joy, 
and ran to tell the disciples. 9 Suddenly they saw Jesus coming 
to meet them, and He said, “Peace be to you.” And they came 
up and clasped His feet, bowing to the ground before Him. 
10 Then Jesus said to them, “Do not be afraid. Go and tell 
my brethren to go to Galilee. There they will see me.” 

11 While they were on their way, some of the guard went 
into the city and reported to the chief priests everything that 
had happened. 12 And when they had consulted with the elders, 
they gave the soldiers a considerable sum of money 13 and 
said, "Tell people, ‘His disciples came by night and stole 
Him while we were asleep.’ 14 And if the governor hears of 
it, we will put matters right with him and keep you out of 
trouble.” 15 So they took the money and did as they were 
told. This story has been current among Jews to this day. 

16 The eleven disciples went to Galilee, to the mountain 
where Jesus had told them to meet Him. 17 When they saw 
Him they fell down before Him, though some doubted. 19 But

Jesus came and spoke to them, “To me has been given full 
authority in heaven and on earth. 19 Go therefore and make 
disciples of all the nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father and of the Son and of the Holy Spirit, 20 and teach 
them to observe all that I have commanded you. And be 
assured, I am with you always, even to the very end of the 
world.”
